i THRU IN THE TIDE OF PUBLIC FAVOR 


The Faasett Boom Carries all Before It 


Until Struck by a Bomb from Buf- 


falo—His Friends Now Looking 


About for a Dark Horae* 


ROCHESTER, N. 
Y., Sept. 9.—The 


sentiment of the delegates who have 
thus far arrived to attend the repub- 
lican state convention seems to be in 
favor of Hon. John Fassott, collector 
of the port of New York, for governor. 
Senator Plutt held a conference until 
midnight Monday night, and there were 
few delegates of note who did not call 
to pay their respects to him. 


There was talk of nothing but Fas- 


sett. It seemed to be the prevailing 
opinion that Fosseti was the coming 
man, and ono mig-ht as ivell have Tried 
to change tho course of the tide ns to 
stem the tide of poplar sentiment for 
New York's collector. Mr. Platt said, 
however, to all inquiries, thathehnl 
not cliaujrud his opinion regarding the 
availability of ox-Minister Andrew I>. 
White as a candidate for the guberna- 
torial nomination. 


Ex-Senator GiLbs, whose opposition 


to tho leadership of Thomas C. Platt 
has made him one of the best-known 
republicans in tho state, was ap- 
proached by a United Press reporter 
on his arrival at tho Powers* house. 
"I am for Fussett," he said, "because 
he i» a good man and can be elected." 


Daniel L. lUmton, of Horn ell sville, 


expects to make a fight for the nomina- 
tion for attorney -general. Ho 
was 


canvassing for votes to-day. Andrew 
D. White has not yet reached Roches- 
ter, Jt is said that he has been attend- 
ing a funeral of a friend in I tut en. 


E. Jj. Adams, of tho Elraira Adver- 


tiser, says that the contest in Chemung 
county ia personal and is against Mr. 
Fussett. The delegation, headed by 
Mr. Fassett, he said; this mormng, was 
elected at u regular convention held at 
tho appointed time and conducted with 
griiat care. The members of tho com- 
mittee offered tickets of admission to 
the contesting parties to the conven- 
tion, but they were declined. The con- 
test is In part a democratic movement. 
The contestants care less about its ef- 
fect in convontion than about its local 
influence. 


For tho other contests Senator Pat- 


terson, of Waterloo, says: "The Sweet 
faction carried only three of the ten. 
towns in the county but it claims three 
more—Waterloo, Varlck nnd Fayette. 
The Patterson delegates for Varisk 
were elected by a vote of 75 to 74. The 
Waterloo caucus was cfilled by the 
town committee, which was declared 


nl by Judge Adams of tho supreme 


court on appeal, under the new election 
law. 
At the Fayette caucus the officers 


were under Sweet's control; voters 
•were denied Admission and motions 
were declared on tho ayes alone."

The early even- 
ing trains had brought in more than a 
hundred delegates. The majority of 
them were Becker men, but they were 
nil antl-Fassett; they did not wait for 
supper, but went to work earnestly 
among* fcne other delegates. The tide 
of iinti-Fassett that set in was so strong 
that It was whispered about at first 
that there was likely' to be a fight In 
the convention, and this feeling grew 
stronger as the hours went on, until 
before the meeting of the state com- 
mittee at 8 o'clock there was a general 
shaking of heads and the talk of a 
dark horse began to spread through the 
hotel rotxindas.

try. It was decided at the last annual

now President Fitzgerald, under date 
of Lincoln, Neb., August 25, calls for a 
convention in Chicago. 


Last night's speakers denounced this

also .that the basis of representation 
was entirely illegal. It was ridiculous 
to peddle out delegates* credentials at so 
much a head and it is rank^ injustice to 
the members who have contributed 
their dollars for so many years.

THE TENNESSEE! LEGISLATURE. 


The Lease es of tha State Triton Have 


no Authority to Sublease Convicts. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 0,— During 


the present session of the legislature 
the question as to whether or not the 
lessees of the state prison have the au- 
thority to sublease convicts has heen 
discussed. By resolution the attorney 
general has prepared an opinion which 
was submitted yesterday. The substance 
of the opinion is this: In the act author- 
izing the lease there is no direct nor in- 
direct allusion to the giving to the 
lessees the power to sublease. There- 
fore, the lessees, without express au- 
thority of the general assembly may 
not sublease the convicts or any part of 
them.

In the trial otthe P»vis wid case now in 


progress at Butte, Hon., in whioh Robert 
1. Ingersoll and Lawyer Woodworth ap- 
peared ss contesting attorneys, 
Me. 


Woodward, 
in a speech last Saturday 


wherein he was praising the record of one 
at the witnesses, remarking among other 
things that the witness went to the war 
and served his country to the last and 
did not fall sick at the first battle and go 
borne and never return to tbe conflict, 
Ool. Ingersoll construed this to be a 
reference to bis own military record or 
ratber to the stories that he bad aban 
cloned tbe conflict at bis first battle on 
account of cowardice, and promptly in- 
terrupted Mr. Woodworth by asking who 
did that. Mr. Woodward refused to be 
interrupted, whereupon Mr. Ingersoll re- 
plied, "I will interrupt you every- time 
yon tell a lie." 


While this showed overseniitivenees on 


the part o( Mr. Ingarsoll, it must be con- 
fessed that an insinuation ot tbe charac- 
ter implied and accepted by Mr. Inger- 
wll is very annoying to a sensitive nature 
like that ot ordinary mortals. The stories 
set afloat concerning Col. Ingersoll'a mil- 
itary record havejdone him injustice. It is 
true that Col. Ingersoll took out the llth 
Illinois Cavalry in 1891, and that ha re 
signed and came home, bat while this is 
true it is also a fact tbat Ingersoll re 
signed after be became fully convinced 
that he was not a military man. He re 
signed June 30, 1863, 
after more than 


eighteen months active service in tbe 
field. 


His regiment, while he commanded it 


engaged in the battle at Boliver, Tenn. 
Davia bridge, on the Hatohie River 
and at Jackson, Tenn., where he was 
captured by Forrest. These faots show 
that he was not disposed to rnu away 
from the enemy. An officer of the regi 
ment is authority for the statement thn 
when Col, Ingersoll resigned hs statec 
that be did so because he did not have 
ability ot 
the kind necessary to com 


rnnnd a regiment, that he was not on ton 
for a military man, 


It is fair to assume tbat these are the 


faots which led to Ool. Ingersoll's reeig 
nation and they ure altogether oreditabli 
to him. If more men, who were officers 
by the accident of having, by virtue o 
their popnlarity in civil life, organize! 
regiments, who proved to be utterly use 
less and absolutely dangeronn as com 
manders, had had the good sense to re- 
sign, thousands of lives might have been 
saved and many incidents on the field die 
graceful to the federal anas might have 
been avoided. The fact 
tbat all men 


who had power to acquire rank, not the 
result of distinguished service on tbe 
field, were not competent to safely com 
maud mon will be attested by every sol 
diur who bore arms. And yet hundreds 
ot incompetent men retained command 
until sQoh men ns Grant, Sherman an< 
Sheridan, who liad the courage to weet 
them out, got bold of things. We repea 
that while in some essential and impor 
tant matters we do not agree with Col 
Ingersoll, it is unjust to him to accuse 
him ot cowardice because he resigned his 
commission, and he isjustiflable in re 
senting such imputations with some de 
greeot warmth. 


Chicago as a Money Center. 


Chicago Evening Journal: Ihe clear- 


ing home consolidated report for last 
week again gives Chicago the seoonc 
place, with New York for the first. The 
clearings in New York were 8752,553,010; 
in Obioago, 8100,946,000; in Boston. $90, 
'114,400. Philadelphia lagged far behind, 
with about 861,000,000. 


The immense business of the week in 


Chicago waa swollen to its reported vol- 
ume by tbe trade in grain and provis- 
ions. This fact indicates equally large 
exchanges for the remainder of the fal 
tind a part ot the winter. With the 
wheat crop, the corn crop and the hog 
crop to swell business, the volume will 
be something enormous. It is not likely 
that Boston will catch np again until the 
January dividends are distributed in that 
city. The dividend season is tho one 
showing Boston's 
greatest 
financial 


strength. 


The immecss volume of exchanges in 


New York—aside from the fact that it is 
made np of the exchanges of ell the 
other cities—consista in great part of 
speculative business on the stock and 
grain exchanges. It is inflated by what 
is not mnoh different from merely "swap- 
ping oheoks" by speculators, between the 
winners and losers on such deals as are 
closed out. Of course, there is much ot 
this in Chicago, but by far the greater 
proportion ot the Chicago business IB 
based on sales and purchases ot actual 
property.
